Begin Now To Pool Orders For 
Fall Seed. 


There are any number of 
ways that farmers can cooper- 
ate for profit, but it requires 
looking ahead and anticipating 
your wants. Every cultivated 
field should be sown this fall 
to some crop, either oats, rye, 
or hairy vetch or burr clover 
or annual yellow mellilotus. 
Some of these seed come high 
at retail from seedmen, but 
three counties in this section 

are figuring on using a whole 
car of hairy vetch seed, and I 
believe the results will show 
that this is such a promising 
crop for this county till we 
can easily make up a solid car 
for Coffee next fall. This vetch 
is a legume and grown in the 
winter time and builds up 
land just as do peas and vel- 
vet beans, and 12 years experi- 
ence and field observation tell 
me that it is a good crop for 
every farmer in the county. 
Why do we recommend it so 
highly? Because you can sow 
it in your cotton middles in 
October without any extra pre- 
paration of the land, and turn 
it under next spring and prac- 
tically double your yield of 
corn on the land. It puts into
